PUNY BUNT CAN PACK 
SCORING DYNAMITE 


ITH the great Joe Di- 
Maggio standing on third 
base, a few years ago, the 
New York Yankees needed 
one run to win a baseball 
game. ' There was one out.

“The sacrifice is the most im> 
portant bunt, .since it can ad- 
vance a,teammate «already on 
base whether or not the batter 
is thrown out. For this reason,. 
the sacrifice requires less secrecy 
than other types.. The batter 
faces the pitcher, bringing his 
back foot almost.in line with his 
forward foot, He slides his top 
hand about half-way along the 
bat, for better: control.
